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Hyacinths 

Hyacinths  are  among  the  most  popular,  beautiful,  and 
fragrant  of  Holland  bulbs.  They  show  almost  every 
imaginable  shade  of  color,  and  are  suitable  alike  for  house 
or  garden  culture. 

Cultural  Directions.  Use  only  the  exhibition  size  for 
indoor  culture. 

Pot  Culture.  Plantings  may  be  made  at  any  time  from 
September  to  December,  though  October  is  the  best  time. 
A light,  rich  soil  enriched  with  bone  meal,  sand,  and  leaf 
mould  is  most  suitable ; use  a five-inch  pot  and  have  the 
top  of  the  bulb  just  below  the  surface  of  the  soil.  After 
setting  the  bulb,  thoroughly  firm  the  soil  and  give  it  a 
good  watering.  The  pots  should  then  be  set  away  in  a 
cool  cellar  or  outhouse  and  covered  over  with  coal  ashes 
or  some  litter.  When  well  rooted,  which  will  be  in  about 
twelve  weeks,  they  may  then  be  brought  as  wanted  for  a 
succession  of  flowers  into  a moderately  warm,  light  room 
and  forced.  To  keep  the  foliage  dwarf  and  obtain  fine 
large  flower  spikes.  Hyacinths,  when  being  forced,  should 
have  plenty  of  manure,  water,  and  fresh  air  and  should 
be  kept  near  the  glass. 

Culture  in  Glasses.  When  it  is  desired  to  grow  Hya- 
cinths in  water,  they  should  be  placed  so  that  the  base  of 
the  bulb  merely  touches  the  water.  The  glasses  should 
then  be  set  in  a cool,  dark  closet  or  in  the  cellar  until 
nearly  filled  with  roots,  when  they  may  be  brought  into 
the  light.  Change  the  water  frequently.  Give  as  much 
fresh  air  as  possible  without  letting  the  plants  stand  in  a 
draft.  It  is  of  importance  in  growing  Hyacinths  in  the 
house  that  the  atmosphere  in  which  the  plants  are  grow- 
ing be  kept  moist,  and  as  nearly  as  possible  at  a tempera- 
ture of  from  65  to  TO  degrees. 

Outdoor  Culture.  The  bulbs  may  be  planted  in  beds  any 
time  after  the  beginning  of  October  and  before  the  Winter 
frosts  set  in.  Any  good,  well-drained  garden  soil  vnll 
answer.  Set  the  bulbs  from  four  to  five  inches  below  the 
surface,  and  about  six  inches  apart ; after  the  ground  oe- 
comes  frozen,  give  them  a good  covering  of  stable  litter.

Hardy  Perennials  may  be  set  out  this  Fall  in  time  to  become  well  established 
before  Winter  sets  in ; and  next  year  will  see  them  better  developed,  and  bearing 
finer  flowers  than  can  be  obtained  from  plants  set  in  your  border  next  Spring. 

This  advantage  is  accompanied  with  very  little  extra  risk.  We  do  not  list  the 
kinds  which  need  special  protection  through  the  Winter.  It  is  well  to  apply  a 
mulch  over  newly  planted  Perennials,  after  the  ground  has  frozen.  This  will  tend 
to  prevent  Winter  thaws  and  frost  heaving.

When  seed  is  sown  in  September  the  weather  is  favorable 
for  its  growth,  because  of  no  drouth  or  excessive  heat  and  it 
becomes  better  established  before  Winter  sets  in.  The  Winter 
ordeal  is  not  so  severe  as  the  Summer;  and  after  it  comes 
a long,  cool  Spring,  for  further  growth  before  midsummer 


and  seeding  time  arrive.  Fall,  therefore,  is  the  best  time  to 
sow  grass,  so  much  so  that  experts  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  advise  never  to  sow  in  the  Spring,  when  it  is 
possible  to  sow  in  the  Autumn.
